Bill White has the somewhat depressing 
distinction of being the last White Nationalist to 
even attempt to run an “org” in the traditional 
sense, if nothing else proving beyond any lingering 
shadow of a Doubting Thomas that 21st-century 
White Americans are incapable of organizing any¬ 
thing. At all. But the principles he elaborates on 
here are essentially sound. — HAC] 

As the United States becomes less homogene¬ 
ous, greater and greater amounts of force have to 
be used to hold it together. Thus, America’s inter¬ 
nal security agencies are increasingly tasked to 
both the manufacturing of bogus security threats in 
order to imprison critics of the dictatorship, and 
the disruption of peaceful dissident activity. In 
light of this domestic repression, a guide to the 
human intelligence tactics relied on by American 
internal security organs may be useful for peaceful 
dissidents seeking to avoid disruption of their law¬ 
ful activities until the fa9ade of law is discarded 
altogether by the dictator’s servants and they 
simply begin locking up and murdering people 
without trial, a time which will inevitably come. 

American Objectives 

The objectives of American internal security 
operations are generally threefold: One, to pene¬ 
trate the target and gather information. Two, to 
disrupt the target’s activities. And, three, to control 
the target and use it for their ends. The goal of any 
organization faced with such penetration is to de¬ 
feat the dictatorship’s objectives. 


The identification of political dissidents and 
an assessment of their risk to the political order is 
the first objective of an internal security agency. 
Part of this task is the identification of vulnerabil¬ 
ities, particularly organization members who can 
be subverted, and rumors and issues that can be 
used to divide or discredit the target. 

[If I may be allowed one quick interjection: I 
have noticed for many years repeated attempts 
on the part of some rather obvious trolls and/or 
CD ops (cognitive dissonance operatives) to get 
racial nationalist groups all snarled up in end¬ 
less hair-splitting discussions on the subject of 
“who is White?” It’s one of those topics that 
tends to get us shouting abuse at one another on 
blog comment sections and Vbulletin forums in 
very short order, a subject that generates heal 
rather than light. The CD ops have figured that 
out, and they try to exploit it. — HAC] 

An internal security agency wants to know 
who participates in an organization, what their 
objectives are, what their activities are, what their 
resources are, and how they are organized. This 
roughly follows the military acronym SALUTE - 
Size, Activity, Location, Unit, Time and Date, 
Equipment. An internal security agency’s next 
task is to dismpt the regular functioning of a dis¬ 
sident group. If the group is gaining members, 
the leadership may be slandered to sow distrust. 
If a group is spreading a political message, coun¬ 
ter-propaganda may be developed. By placing 
informants into positions of authority, orders may 
be countermanded or false instructions given. 
Resources may be stolen. Members may be 
turned against one another. The goal is to make 
the group incapable of independent activity. 

Lastly, the intelligence agency gains control 
of the target. In a criminal investigation, the tar¬ 
get will be manipulated into committing a crime. 
In an internal security action, the target may be 
manipulated into discrediting itself, altering its 
objectives, or even disbanding. One tactic de¬ 
scribed explicitly in the U.S. Army’s Counter¬ 
insurgency manual is to neutralize a political 
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group by making it criminal in nature. Operating 
under the theory that most political dissidents are 
economically disenfranchised, the Army recom¬ 
mends turning political dissidents towards eco¬ 
nomic goals, to be obtained criminally, in order to 
neutralize them. South America and South Asia’s 
drug cartels have been one result of decades of 
such implementation. 

Thus, an internal security operation against an 
organization will generally proceed in three dis¬ 
tinct phases. First, the agencies will penetrate a 
dissident group and begin gathering information 
on its personnel and objectives. Second, agencies 
will attempt to deepen this penetration by promot¬ 
ing assets into key positions within the group’s 
command and control, communications, and rec¬ 
ord-keeping. Once a sufficiently deep penetration 
is achieved, the objective will shift towards dis¬ 
ruption of the group’s activities. Through this dis¬ 
ruption, the agents will attempt to further deepen 
their penetration until they have control of the 
group. Then, they will either use the group for 
their own purposes, such as discrediting the sub¬ 
culture of which it is a part, or, they will destroy 
it, possibly by turning it towards criminal objec¬ 
tives and arresting or murdering its leaders. 

The Informant 

The informant is the foundation of human in¬ 
telligence. Informants are of two types. The first 
is the dangle, an outsider who is offered to the 
organization, and the second is the insider who is 
flipped. U.S. internal security agencies use the 
acronym M.I.C.E.S. to evaluate individual moti¬ 
vation and their vulnerability to recruitment. 
M.I.C.E.S. stands for Money, Ideology, Con¬ 
science, Ego, and Sex. To this, one might also add 
Fear for life, health, liberty, or increasingly the 
safety and welfare of family and loved ones who 
are threatened by the American secret police, one 
of the strongest motivators of all. 

Money is relatively straightforward. At the 
present time of writing, American secret police 
agencies typically pay informants $400 per week 
plus bonuses for arrests, for recovered drugs, for 
recovered money, and the like. NGOs such as the 
Anti-Defamation League and Southern Poverty 
Law Center reputedly pay significantly more, but

the world of unlawful NGO spying is a murky 
one, and the exact going rate is hard to determine. 
A person to whom $35,000 a year represents a 
temptation is vulnerable to money recruitment. So 
are people with heavy debts to the United States. 
Gamblers, the generally indebted, the very poor 
(particularly those on a fixed income) those who 
live beyond their means, drug addicts, robbers, 
burglars and thieves, and, those with family mem¬ 
bers, significant others, or, dependents with such 
issues, are the most vulnerable to these pitches. 

Thus, an organization wishing to protect itself 
should ensure that its membership is both suffi¬ 
ciently financially stable and sufficiently finan¬ 
cially dependent on the organization to not be 
tempted with offers of money. Generally, a per¬ 
son who is self-sufficient, or who is dependent on 
an organization for their living will not betray that 
organization for money. They may take money 
while acting for other reasons, but, money will 
often not be the deciding factor. 

Ideology is a measure of one’s commitment to 
a belief system, social, political, religious, or, oth¬ 
erwise. American security forces represent a defi¬ 
nite ideology, that of One World Zionism. Often, 
they evoke other ideologies like Constitutionalism 
or patriotism, in order to justify themselves and 
rationalize their behavior as well - just as the 
Communist Stalin called World War II The Great 
Patriotic War. In contrast, American security 
forces also define their enemies ideologically as 
racists, “White supremacists,” (whatever that 
means; they can’t seem to decide), extremists, 
Islamo-fascists. etc. In recruiting informants, in¬ 
telligence agencies will capitalize both on support 
for themselves and hatred of others. Thus, while 
America has no use for, say, devout Christianity, 
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they may seize on a target’s Christian world¬ 
view to recruit him for use against pagan or “anti 
-Semitic neo-Nazis.” (Again, an extremely flexi¬ 
ble category of spiritual and political non¬ 
conformist which can mean pretty much any¬ 
thing the secret police want it to mean.) 

To protect against ideological recruitment, an 
organization must educate its members. The 
American system must be critiqued intellectual¬ 
ly, but National Socialism, or the ideology of the 
organization, must be promoted intellectually as 
well. Inoculation against enemy critiques should 
be achieved by simplifying enemy arguments 
and providing succinct rebuttals. Further, organi¬ 
zation members should be presented with enemy 
claims about their own ideology, and, these 
should be debunked. Lastly, members should 
know the dictatorship is not to be believed on 
any topic whatsoever, and has no credibility at 
all on anything. 

Conscience, in contrast to ideology, plays on

the targets emotive sense of right and wrong. 
Floyd Cochran, for instance, an informant within 
the Aryan Nations two decades ago, claimed that 
he left the organization because a member stated 
that his son who has a harelip, should have been 
put to sleep. This story may or may not be true, 
but, if it was, the personal sense that the Aryan 
Nations was “wrong” is what Cochran says moti¬ 
vated him. This factor is why American intelli¬ 
gence forces work to associate target organiza¬ 
tions with violence, particularly extreme vio¬ 
lence. When the Oklahoma City bombing oc¬ 
curred, for instance, the handful of injured chil¬ 


dren were used to associate very vaguely defmied 
and never specifically identified “militias” with 
unconscionable acts. Similarly, false allegations 
of child abuse, apparently lodged by local Jud®o- 
Christian ministers who didn’t appreciate the 
competition, were used to justify the American 
attack on the Branch Davidian compound. 

To counter appeals to conscience, organization 
members must be made to feel good about the 
work they do and taught the necessity of any un¬ 
pleasant or dangerous acts. Similarly, the evils of 
the dictatorship must be emphasized, and any 
good that the regime performs or points they may 
appear to have must be minimized. Fortunately, in 
the United States, the latter half of this process 
has been made relatively easy. The United States 
has murdered so many, engages in so much un¬ 
provoked aggression, and has become so repres¬ 
sive domestically that it is quite easy truthfully to 
represent it to an organization’s members as the 
apotheosis of evil, which it in fact is. There is no 
need to lie to one’s own people: the regime really 
is vile. Further, as America multiculturalizes, the 
empire offers relatively little material good or ad¬ 
vantage any more, except to a small, dispropor¬ 
tionately Jewish elite. Where national organiza¬ 
tions currently find a weakness is in the first half 
of the equation. Too few national groups do good 
works. Yet all successful dissident groups from 
America’s Black Panthers to Palestine’s Hamas, 
have built their foundation on providing social 
services to their people. Projects like giving gifts 
to the children of White inmates on Christmas do 
more to secure individuals to an organization than 
any other approach. This, combined with an un¬ 
derstanding of the pure evil of One World, 
soothes consciences and protects members from 
conscience-based recruitment. 

Ideology and conscience work together to se¬ 
cure a person within an organization. A person 
who has been personally victimized by black 
crime can then be taught, intellectually, why 
black crime exists and what it means for multi¬ 
cultural society. A person whose relative has been 
wrongfully imprisoned can be taught about the 
social context of domestic repression. Similarly, a 
person taught National Socialist virtue experienc¬ 
es it when he or she does good for a member of 
their race. When conscience runs counter to ideol¬ 
ogy, dissonance is created and a member becomes 
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vulnerable to recruitment. 

Ego is a multi-faceted danger. Ego pitches play 
on an individual’s need to feel good about them¬ 
selves. Many people become involved in organiza¬ 
tions because they desire a sense of identity. They 
want to belong to something. The nature of multi¬ 
cultural One World society is to sepafate the indi¬ 
vidual from his proper place. Such alienated indi¬ 
viduals then look for a place for themselves. When 
an organization does not provide it, an individual 
becomes vulnerable to recruitment. 

Egopathology creates special vulnerabilities, 
which is why the mentally ill cannot be trusted n 
secure positions. Some individuals are perpetually 
lost. These individuals cannot be properly incorpo¬ 
rated into an organization. Others remain lost in 
fantasy. These individuals may find that their fanta¬ 
sies of importance are better associated with a 
“powerful” group like an intelligence agency. Other 
individuals just have a pathological disregard for 
other people, and, they approach organizations with 
the intention of exploiting them. Such individuals 
will generally do whatever they feel is best for the 
moment, and, they lack any sense of loyalty or any 
normally restraining pride of place. Informant for 
internal security services are disproportionately 
drawn from the ranks of the mentally ill. To protect 
against this, an organization should provide an indi¬ 
vidual with a sense of place, of reward, and of be¬ 
longing. The more one is socially and communally 
tied to a group, the less likely one is to betray it. In¬ 
dividuals who socialize, live, and love within an 
organization or subculture are much less likely to 
betray their neighbors. 

Sex is also a strong motivator. Once an individu¬ 
al is involved in a sexual relationship, they will of¬ 
ten trust their partner more than may be objectively 
reasonable. The partner then lead the target astray. 
Similarly, one’s sexual ties to one’s family or part¬ 
ner may be greater than one’s ties to the organiza¬ 
tion, and, one may commit a betrayal to protect a 
partner or relationship. To guard against this, an or¬ 
ganization should keep its members partners in¬ 
volved and should treat and train them as they do 
the organization’s member. By bring the partner in 
and securing their allegiance, an organization pre¬ 
vents a relationship from leading its member astray. 

Above and encompassing all of this is the moti¬ 
vation security agencies play upon the mosX—fear. 
Fear cuts across all of MICES and also encom-

passes things like fear of death, pain, or, losing 
one’s liberty. The most effective way that se¬ 
curity agencies flip insiders is by kidnapping 
them (often via an arrest), threatening them, 
and, blackmailing them into betrayal. An indi¬ 
vidual may be threatened with prison, with tor¬ 
ture or murder, with financial loss, with loss of 
face, or, with loss of their family, or, worse, 
punishment of their family. Classic blackmail 
might involve threatening to reveal homosexu¬ 
ality or an affair, but many American security 
agencies specialize in threats to arrest parents, 
spouses, and children of their targets, place 
them in prison situations with violent blacks 
facing homosexual rape, etc. 

The best way to address fear is to provide 
organization members with as much security 
as possible. First, the organization’s leadership 
should be appraised of any potential blackmail 
issues and should be comfortable with it so 
that the target doesn’t fear exposure. Alternate¬ 
ly, the organization should discover the impro¬ 
prieties first and expel the member before he 
becomes a target. Second, an organization and 
its members should have a demonstrated histo¬ 
ry of protecting their membership. Programs 
for financial security should already be in 
place to avoid money approaches. But, an indi¬ 
vidual should feel secure that, if the enemy 
agency should cripple him financially, or, if 
the enemy agency should detain him, or, if en¬ 
emy agents should slander him, that his organi¬ 
zation will provide for his responsibilities, en¬ 
deavor to secure his release, and, defend his 
reputation. 

Methods Of Penetration 

Informants who are outsiders are introduced 
to a subject in one of two ways. First, they 
approach the target and attempt to initiate a 
relationship. Second, they may be advanced 
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through a false flag organization to build credibil¬ 
ity within a subculture, thus obtaining credibility. 
Most dissident organizations actively solicit mem¬ 
bers, and even those who don’t normally accept

walk-ins off the street usually have some method 
by which new members can be added to the group. 
Thus, the easiest way to penetrate an organization 
is to walk in off the street and sign up. If the group 
is not engaged in any active measures against pen¬ 
etration, this is a very effective technique. 

Organizations which don’t screen members of¬ 
ten do so out of a mistaken sense of laissez faire. 
(“Oh, it doesn't matter, we’re not doing anything 
illegal” is a sign that hangs over the door of count¬ 
less prison cells.) Dissident organizations in partic¬ 
ular tend to attract bizarre personalities even when 
they are not being subjected to professional pene¬ 
tration. Informants and amateur problems can 
steal, harm people, disrupt an organization, or col¬ 
lect information even if they are not able to discov¬ 
er evidence of a crime. Not only do American se¬ 
curity forces target dissidents, but foreign services 
and domestic political operatives conduct these 
kinds of operation as well. 

To avoid this simple means of penetration, 
some sort of graduated screening of members is 
needed. I have written elsewhere on this subject in 
detail, but basically there should be levels of in¬ 
volvement. If a person say, wants to give money to 
or buy something from an orgardzation, or, if they 
want to correspond and inquire, they should be 


able to do so as a member of the public. But be¬ 
fore a person can obtain any internal information 
about an organization - say, by attending a group 
meeting—^there should be a screening of some 
sort. This screen should be followed by a proba¬ 
tionary period, during which time additional in- 
fomiation should be gathered, the probate should 
be educated, and, the probates MICES vulnerabil¬ 
ities should be assessed. 

Before a member of an organization is admit¬ 
ted to a position of trust or a position where they 
represent the organization or may appear to repre¬ 
sent the organization, everything internal security 
can discover about them should be known. This 
screening process may include both data queries- 
Google, Spokeo and the like—and interviews. 
Comparing information given in an interview and 
objective third party data can give an organiza¬ 
tion a sense of a probationary members’ honesty 
and trustworthiness. One should also dig up ru¬ 
mors, disinformation and media reports and pre¬ 
pare responses to them for both internal and ex¬ 
ternal use. Of course, if validated, such infor¬ 
mation may make a probate undesirable. 

Once an informant has penetrated a target, 
they will usually try to advance, so as to gain ac¬ 
cess to the target’s records, the target’s communi¬ 
cations, or to enter the target’s command and 
control network. Such individuals will often over¬ 
perform, becoming model cadres, meeting all ob¬ 
ligations and donating time and money to organi¬ 
zation activities. If a mole has passed through 
screening and is performing as desired he cannot 
be effectively discovered. Only when problems 
develop - information is found to have leaked or 
disruptions begin to occur - can an infiltration 
problem be detected. 

When a problem is detected, the organization 
should determine its source. To do this, analyze 
who had access to a given piece of leaked infor¬ 
mation or who was capable of informing or carry¬ 
ing out the disruption, and then subject those per¬ 
sons to further scrutiny. When simple scrutiny is 
not sufficient to identify the problem, a technique 
known as a glowworm may be used. A glow¬ 
worm is a lie designed to prompt an enemy re¬ 
sponse. One individual is given the glowworm, 
and the organization sees if it is repeated by the 
dictator’s servants or if it prompts any action by 
the secret police. If so, the individual with the 
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glowworm is an informant. Truthful information is 
not used so as to eliminate any chance of the dicta¬ 
torship acquiring the information independently. 
However, often, after multiple incidents, it will be¬ 
come clear that only one individual had access to 
that particular combination of facts, and, thus, to 
detect the source without further action. 

Another method of penetration, aimed at a sub¬ 
culture or group of targets, is the “false front” or¬ 
ganization. False fronts have several purposes. One 
is to serve as a honey pot. Another is to build credi¬ 
bility for informants tasked to penetrate other tar¬ 
gets. A third is to commit false flag operations de¬ 
signed to dismpt, discredit, or divide others in the 
same subcultui'e. The honey pot is so named be¬ 
cause it attracts flies. In a honey pot operation, a 
false front, usually a group with an explicitly crimi¬ 
nal agenda, is created by the security organs to see 
who it attracts. Then those so attracted are moni¬ 
tored and manipulated to further the organs’ agen¬ 
da. Sometimes they may be directed into harmless 
acts, sometimes they may be used to disrupt other 
groups, sometimes they may be driven to commit 
crimes, and sometimes they just soak up resources 
from targeted subculture. 

A good example of a honey pot operation con¬ 
ducted by American secret police was the Hal 
Turner Show. Hal Turner was a Republican liber¬ 
tarian activist who was recruited by the F.B.I. to run 
a honey pot for “White supremacists.” With F.B.I. 
financing, Turner set up a radio show that was car¬ 
ried on the air in the New York City area and also 
via internet to the world. On this show. Turner 
would call for the murder of Congressman, Sena¬ 
tors, and other government officials. When individ¬ 
uals would respond to Turner’s calls for violence. 
Turner would turn them over to his F.B.I. handlers, 
who would then evaluate these subjects. 

Another use of the false front is to build credibil¬ 
ity for the penetration of other organizations. 
Turner used his radio show to win speaking posi¬ 
tions at other group’s events and to meet with na¬ 
tionalist activists around the world. He stopped the 
transfer of $10 million from a German man to an 
Iraqi Shiite resistance group, and he stopped the 
transfer of $ 1 million dollars from a Brazilian activ¬ 
ist to the National Alliance. 

Another example of this kind of operation is giv¬ 
en in the book No Angel. There, the D.E.A. target¬ 
ed the Hell’s Angels biker gang. To build credibil¬ 


ity within the biker subculture, the D.E.A. creat¬ 
ed a phony biker gang comprised entirely of 
D.E.A undercover agents and informant recruit¬ 
ed from that subculture, and they affiliated it 
with a Mexican biker gang. The D.E.A. then 
staged a number of crimes, including the murder 
of multiple members of the Mongols biker gang, 
to build credibility and attract the Angels’ atten¬ 
tion. Bona fides accepted, they were able to get 
an agent accepted into the Hell’s Angels. 

In Florida the F.B.I. did something similar. 
They created a phony militia, comprised entirely 
of federal agents and informants and led by an 
informant named David Gletty. This militia then 
affiliated as a local branch of the National So¬ 
cialist Movement and used this affiliation to in¬ 
filtrate the local Skinhead scene. The result was 
the arrest of three members of the group White 
Revolution on trumped-up charges. 

Lastly, false front groups are used to conduct 
false flag operations. One, they drain and divert 
resources from a subculture. Two, like inform¬ 
ants, they can be used to discredit, divide, and, 
disrupt targets, often by committing crimes the 
security agencies don’t want to commit in their 
proper persona. Three, they can be used to re¬ 
cruit agents who are not loyal to the dictator¬ 
ship’s agenda. 

Draining and diverting resources is quite 
straightforward. Hal Turner not only received his 
F.B.I. stipend, he solicited donations from his 
listeners. Money that those listeners could have 
given to legitimate organization went into 
Turner’s antics. Similarly, false front groups 
drain volunteer efforts and time, and when ex¬ 
posed, they demoralize those honest individuals 
suckered in by them. 

Operations to discredit, divide, and, disrupt 
targets come in many forms. A false front may 
use their position to slander legitimate organiza¬ 
tions or to put forward a divisive agenda. They 
may also commit crimes to discredit a subcul¬ 
ture, or contact the media and put forward an 
image consistent with enemy propaganda. Last¬ 
ly, they may commit crimes against subculture 
members themselves. 

An example which demonstrates a bit of 
each element is the Vinlander Social Club. The 
F.B.I. sent agents to a group of Skinheads who 
had been refused membership in the Hammer-

skin Nation. The F.B.I. then organized these men, 
petty criminals, into the Vinlander Social Club. 
Their primary purpose was to wage war upon the 
Hammerskins and other white organizations. In 
time, the Vinlanders put forward an “anti-racist" 
agenda, an attempt at ideological division. The 
Vinlanders attacked and murdered black homeless 
men to confirm the dictatorship’s propaganda 
about “White racists”. The Vinlanders also put for¬ 
ward the proposition that no White people could 
organize in the State of Indiana without their per¬ 
mission, attacking even anti-immigration events, 
knowing that they were being protected by the fed¬ 
eral government. 

A more recent example is the 12th S.S. Cavalry 
Brigade, a phony biker gang created by federal 
agents in Florida. In this operation, the F.B.I. ap¬ 
proached August Kreis, a disabled fringe White 
activist who had a habit of making strange state¬ 
ments to the media, largely because he wanted at¬ 
tention. Kreis claims to represent the Aryan Na¬ 
tions, though that is disputed, and he has said that 
he supports al-Qaeda. Though Salafi Islam and 
Christian Identity are as incompatible as national¬ 
ism and a caliphate, Kreis’ confused statements 
created an opportunity for the F.B.I. The feds cre¬ 
ated their phony biker gang, affiliated with Kreis, 
and declared themselves to be “Islamic White su¬ 
premacists” [sic] and supporters of al-Qaeda and 


the Islamic State. Had the operation not been dis¬ 
rupted the idea was to lure Ki'eis, suckered by his 
egocentric need to actually lead something into a 
“terrorist” conspiracy and validate one of the 
more tally bizaae secret police naaatives of re¬ 
cent years about “al-Qaeda and neo-Nazis con¬ 
verging.” 

Lastly, false fronts are used to recruit inform¬ 
ants hostile to the intelligence agencies. The clas¬ 
sic example is this: during the Cold War, the So¬ 
viet Union penetrated the South African embassy 
in London. Their agent in the embassy then ap¬ 
proached a British reactionary who supported 
apartheid. The reactionary stole documents be¬ 
lieving he was supporting apartheid, and, the 
documents went to the Soviet Union. 

Almost all terror plots in the United States, 
successful and unsuccessful, are the result of 
false flags, of F.B.I. pretending to be al-Qaeda, al 
-Shabab, Islamic State, or, someone else, recruit¬ 
ing and manipulating mentally ill people into 
contrived, phony, and harmless crimes designed 
to scai'e the American people into supporting the 
authorities and the dictatorship’s burgeoning sur¬ 
veillance state, which not uncoincidentally re¬ 
quires massive, billion-dollar budgets for the al¬ 
phabet soup of secret police agencies who create 
these increasingly fantastical narratives. “Anti¬ 
terrorism” in this country is a major industry, one 
that feeds on itself and replenishes itself through 
systematic lying and fraud. 

Discipline 

The detection and rejection of false fronts and 
informants requires discipline, both within the 
organization and within the individual. These 
operations are possible because individuals do 
not take simple and necessary steps to secure 
themselves against deceit. 

First, activists and organizations should not 
pursue any relationship which cannot be verified. 
Second, one should become sensitive to cues - 
peculiarities - that indicate that a person or activ¬ 
ity is wrong. Third, organizational leaders must 
not hesitate to stop or expel organization mem¬ 
bers that break discipline. The whole point of a 
dangle or a false front is to appear appealing to 
the target. Often, such operations seen to be “to 
good to be true.” Organizations spring up over- 
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night out of nowhere. Activists with no personal 
history and no visible means of support suddenly 
start trading money for access. In particulai’, the 
mass media, often at the direction of Jewish 
NGOs such as the Southern Poverty Law Center 
and Anti-Defamation League, will suddenly make 
some new group seem like “the big thing.” Such 
flashy successful startups suck up resources, 
quickly advance, and then are taken down by the 
authorities as a lesson to the public. 

Part of discipline is not getting caught up in 
fantasy, illusion, or hype. A group creates stand¬ 
ards for participation in its activities. Those stand¬ 
ards must be applied universally, to both mem¬ 
bers and non-members. If a member needs so 
much vetting to attend a group meeting, so must 
outsiders. But, if the public is invited to some¬ 
thing, outsiders may be, too. Similarly, an organi¬ 
zation should not participate in an outside event 
unless its sponsor conducts the same kind of vet¬ 
ting the organization does itself. 

This does not mean that an organization 
should be hostile such “flash in the pan” organi¬ 
zations and individuals. Often sincere but amateur 
individuals put organizations together without 
proper discipline. The way to deal with such 
startups is to have one or more individuals tasked 
to working with outside groups and new recruits. 
These individuals should meet with the new 
group in no more than pairs and develop a rela¬ 
tionship. Advice may be given, and, in the course 
of such meetings, vetting, as in a membership in¬ 
terview, can be conducted. Just because someone 
is not trying to join does not mean they should not 
be vetted. 

When dealing with new contacts, one must 
develop a sense for the unusual, and have the dis¬ 
cipline to temiinate a relationship, regardless of 
the investment, when a red flag emerges. Further, 
a new contact should not object to reasonable 
scrutiny, as he should recognize that he is in¬ 
volved in a sensitive activity, and, he should be 
comforted in knowing that all the others he’s 
dealing with have been through the same process. 
And, one has to recognize that, when dealing in 
fringe politics, one is often dealing with unusual 
people, so, while one should be sensitive to red 
flags, one should also have the discipline to inves¬ 
tigate them before acting. 

An organization should have a list of disquali¬ 


fying traits and enforce it, without exception, or, 
with an established process for exception. One 
disqualifying trait should be dishonesty. Another 
should be solicitation of criminal acts without au¬ 
thorization. Others may be drug use, mental ill¬ 
ness, poor racial hygiene, and,the like. In a graded 
membership system, these issues may arrive at 
different points. 

A new contact should not object to 
reasonable scrutiny, as he should 
recognize that he is involved in a 
sensitive activity, and, he should be 
comforted in knowing that all the 
others he^s dealing 
with have been through the 
same process. 

For example, take these actual initial ap¬ 
proaches to a National Socialist organization by 
federal agents. One individual called an 800 num¬ 
ber and stated “I sell heroin and I just killed an 
Asian kid.” That’s two red flags. Another made a 
cold call and said “My entire squad just went 
AWOL from our base with full kit and we’re 
thinking of attacking the Seattle Space Needle.” 
A third said, “I’d like to lend you $2 million of 
proceeds from my criminal activities, but it will 
have to be laundered through an I.B.C. in the 
Caymans. And by the way, I’m a Navy SEAL” In 
each of these, note the use of M.I.C.E.S. —^the 
appeals to greed, to the ego rush of spectacular 
violence, and the tough guy fantasy of associating 
with a “Navy SEAL”. 

In general, people who conmiit crimes don’t 
brag about them to strangers and don’t offer their 
services to strangers. Those who are sincere in 
doing so are too indiscreet to be suitable recruits. 
And, there are other red flags. Navy SEALS, for 
instance, ai-e relatively rare, as are other special 
forces. A person who has served in the American 
military or intelligence services should be able to 
give a reasonable account of their services, and a 
special forces member should be in excellent 
physical shape. American intelligence agencies 
like the C.I.A. recruit their operatives, case and 
operations officers, and, analysts, primarily from 
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The detection of phony White 
organizations is not difficult.,.

the U.S. military. Those who have served in the 
U.S. military can give their unit (say, Navy SEAL 
squad X), their specialty (say, communications), 
say where they took their basic training and ad¬ 
vanced schools, and, in the case of officers, 
should have a career and promotion history of 
command, staff, and school for instance. 

When evaluating another’s honesty, even with¬ 
out red flags, one should note both unusual state¬ 
ments and discrepancies, and one should investi¬ 
gate and resolve them. If he claims certain skills, 
he should be able to demonstrate them. If he 
claims to know someone, a call to that person 
should verify the relationship. When vetting 
someone, listen for verifiable details and take the 
time to verify them. The most serious dangles 
sent out by Americans are professional con men 
out of the federal prisons - and they are usually 
transparent. 

For instance, a man approached a White activ¬ 
ist leader once. The man was physically unim¬ 
pressive, though that is no measure of sincerity. 
He claimed to be a National Socialist and a for¬ 
mer member of Thomas Robb’s Ku Klux Klan. 
Discreet inquiries found that the man had no 
knowledge of Christian Identity or Klan Kraft. As 
the man had difficulty bluffing, he began to talk 
about his involvement in the Socialist Youth 
League - a group he claimed was National So¬ 
cialist and allied with the Klan. Of course, the 
man was a fake. As a Klansman with Robb, the 
man would have been taught Christian Identity 


and Klan Kraft. And a National Socialist would 
understand the difference between national and 
international socialism. Frankly, the ability to 
bluff involvement in real White organizations is 
very difficult because real White organizations 
are not organized and do not believe along the 
lines of enemy propaganda, and, such organiza¬ 
tion and beliefs are not understood by the security 
agencies. Only the abysmally poor record of edu¬ 
cating white recruits makes any intelligence oper¬ 
ation against Whites believable. 

Similarly, for those involved in white activism, 
the detection of phony white organizations is not 
difficult as well. Unfortunately, for the lost souls 
created by modern society, who go out seeking 
stereotypes, it is much harder. First, it is virtually 
impossible for a white organization comprised of 
more than two or three people over the age of 18 
to just “appear.” Such organizations almost al¬ 
ways have some Movement background, and 
when they don’t, they are suspect. New faces gen¬ 
erally look to join something, not create some¬ 
thing new - except for kids. Second, any White 
organization which lacks a positive message of 
helping the White community and a positive ide¬ 
ology of White betterment is either fake or worth¬ 
less. Serious White leaders adhere to one of the 
main streams of White thought; Christian Identi¬ 
ty, “racial realism” and assorted reactionary con¬ 
servative doctrines. National Socialism, Tradi¬ 
tionalism, or one of the smaller “New Right” or 
religious views. False front leaders act like stereo¬ 
typical Skinhead thugs, denounce non-Whites and 
Jews, call for violence, and they never put for¬ 
ward anything intelligible as a worldview or sug¬ 
gest any constructive work. 

The most effective dangles are the handful of 
“deep cover” operatives. Hal Turner was one. A 
man named Brian Holland was another. Holland 
was a bank robber recruited out of prison by the 
F.B.I. Originally, he infiltrated David Duke’s op¬ 
eration. After several years, he left Duke’s organi¬ 
zation and joined the National Socialist Move¬ 
ment. Holland manipulated its commander into 
dismissing his security and intelligence chief, 
then Holland took the man’s place. This gave 
Holland access to all NSM membership records 
and placed him in charge of screening and vetting 
new members. In time, Holland launched a phony 
Congressional campaign. He announced but never 
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attempted to gain ballot access, and used that to 
meet other White leaders. With an agent like this, 
the NSM would have had to - and should have - 
contacted Duke to determine Holland’s back¬ 
ground. But the NSM and Duke, being competi¬ 
tors for the donation dollar and for ego-preening 
media publicity, did not have this relationship, 
which Holland knew. So with his years of alleged 
“Movement activism,” Holland was able to pro¬ 
vide bona fides which allowed him to penetrate 
into a sensitive position in a target organization. 

When suspicions that cannot be allayed 
emerge, an organization’s leadership must have 
the discipline to immediately sanction the subject 
member. True infiltrators do not generally take 
such sanctions lightly - it’s their job not to. A 
sanction means that they’ve been caught. As a 
usual sanction is expulsion, this means they may 
be losing their informant job, a source of 
M.I.C.E.S. Such sanctioned individuals will do as 
much damage as possible upon their exit from the 
organization, using insider knowledge to slander 
and harm organization members, and perhaps, 
starting a rival false front. Further, many individ¬ 
uals do this on their own when sanctioned, and, 
when an honest individual leaves a false front 
group, the false front group often does this, too. 

Before sanctioning an individual, they should 
first be dispossessed of any organizational assets 
they possess - ownership shares of organizations, 
organization property, bank accounts, member¬ 
ship information, etc. Such denial of access 
should be a part of any sanction. The subject 
should be informed orally of the sanction in a face 
to face meeting, and a written record of the sanc¬ 
tion should be made. The subject should be told 
that the sanction will be conducted privately un¬ 
less they choose to make it public. If a public in¬ 
cident occurs, the organization should present its 
position and the evidence once and make it avail¬ 
able, say, online, if needed. Then, the incident is 
over. [Bemused chuckle. Yeah. Right. — HAC] 

Often, security agencies will use the media to 
fan divisions created by their agents. If a person 
in a sensitive position is dismissed, the organiza¬ 
tions leadership should be aware of the pending 
action and its causes beforehand, and, they should 
be in agreement about it. Often, an intelligence 
agency will activate other assets within the target 
organization to stir further division. Organization 


members should be under discipline and should 
keep their disputes within the organization. Those 
who can’t must leave. It is better to split an organ¬ 
ization and expel such elements than to keep a 
dissident element within an organization, when 
that dissident element seeks outside assistance. 

Conclusions 

American internal security agencies have 
an extensive, if not sophisticated, capacity to de¬ 
ploy human intelligence against target individuals 
and organizations. To defend against such domes¬ 
tic repression, political dissidents must be alert 
and consistently apply counter-measures to vet 
those they deal with and secure themselves, so as 
to not become a “false front” tool of America and 
its One World agenda. 

White Wounding In Virginia

On August 14'*’, 2015 a pale creep named .lesse 
Benn published an article on the ultra-lefty-lib 
Huffmgton Post entitled Towards a Concept Of 
White Wounding. It is entirely likely that this 
character is a Jew in the mold of the loathsome 
Tim Wise or Noel Ignatiev, although I have been 
unable to locate any documentation thereof, and I 
have noted in the past few years that the more 
cautious members of the Tribe, sniffing the wind, 
have begun actually to conceal their racial identi¬ 
ty and once more pose as White, a switch from 
recent years when so many threw caution to the 
winds. This effusion is long and very nearly un¬ 
readable. Here is a brief example of one of more 
coherent passages; 

“White people need to open ourselves up to 
a particular type of wounding to genuinely un¬ 
derstand and then work toward racial justice. 
Our comfort and privilege generally keeps us 
from incurring these wounds naturally, and 
thus they must be sought out, disseminated, 
and used to motivate action. 

On August 26'*’, Benn got his wish with some 
White wounding, big time. A black homosexual 
gunned down a young White woman TV journal¬ 
ist named Alison Parker and her White camera¬ 
man, Adam Ward. The murdering monkoid vide- 
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otaped the killings and issued a “manifesto” to 
the effect that he had murdered the woman 
“because she said racist statements,” later shown 
to have been things like use of the word 
“swinging” and “going out in the field,” which 
the primate took to mean cotton field. No. I am 
not making this up. 

People like Jesse Benn and the Southern 
Poverty Law Center bear a profound and ines¬ 
capable moral responsibility for the false, vi¬ 
cious, and malicious ideas they propagate against 
people of European descent. So far I have as yet 
failed to find even so much as a single crocodile 
tear or expression of regret from Beim, and when 
I checked the SPEC website two days after the 
slaughter in Roanoke I found only a fulsome eu¬ 
logy for the late high-yellow race hustler Julian 
Bond. Morris Dees and Mark Potok didn’t con¬ 
sider two murdered young White people worth a 
mention. In their minds, they weren’t. 

People like Jesse Benn and the 
Southern Poverty Law Center bear 
a profound and inescapable moral 
responsibility for the false, vicious, 
and malicious ideas they 
propagate against people 
of European descent. 

We are constantly being told that Black 
Lives Matter and that White lives do not, and 
even to suggest otherwise is wicked, evil racism 
and must be punished with cyber-shaming and 
“economic discipline,” i.e. blacklisting from em¬ 
ployment. One of the reasons for the prominent 
position in the polls of Donald Trump is that 
White Americans are tired of being vilified, har¬ 
assed, hectored, scolded, lectured, assaulted, 
robbed, fired from jobs they have held for years 
because of a word or because they are simply the 
wrong color—and above all we are tired of our 
racial brothers and sisters being butchered by the 
black beasts of the field. 

When contemplating the deaths of Alison 
Parker and Adam Ward, it is quietly enraging to 
think back to the wholly justified and justifiable 
death of the huge thug Michael Brown, in Fergu¬ 
son, Missouri a little over a year ago. Brown was 


slain after he was stopped by a police officer on 
his way from a strong-arm robbery of a conven¬ 
ient store where he had stolen a quantity of cheap 
Swisher Sweet cigars in order to use the paper 
wrappers to make large marijuana joints for re¬ 
sale. During this robbery the primate beat the 
shopkeeper, a brown-skinned Asian, significant¬ 
ly. (Sometimes we forget that these animals do 
almost as much damage to their own kind as to 
White people.) 

Brown assaulted the policeman for the honJ- 
ble micro-aggression of asking him to step out of 
the street and back onto the sidewalk, attempted 
to seize the cop’s gun, and got his big black ass 
well and truly plugged for his trouble. A grand 
jury—a multi-racial one including blacks who 
have to live in the same neighborhood as a hun¬ 
dred Michael Browns—determined that Officer 
Darren Wilson acted appropriately, within the 
law, and within departmental procedure, which 
did him no damned good whatsoever. Wilson 
was forced out of the police department, and ef¬ 
forts are now being made to deprive him of what 
paltry pension and medical benefits he was due 
for his years of service. He is living in hiding and 
unemployed, nor realistically will he ever be able 
to hold a job under his own name again; I read on 
on the Net somewhere that he has applied for the 
federal witness protection program and a new 
identity, which under the current dictatorship I 
rather doubt he will get. 

A year later, large hefty monkoid women with 
big butts are hijacking presidential campaign ral¬ 
lies over Michael Brown, screaming into micro¬ 
phones like so many Cheetahs in a Tarzan movie. 
Two days on, Alison Parker and Adam Ward 
seem already on the way to being forgotten; 48 
hours after their deaths, they were already gone 
from Drudge Report. 

90% of interracial crime in this country con¬ 
sists of blacks victimizing Whites in some way, 
often in horrible assaults, rapes, and homicides. I 
doubt if this reptile Jesse Benn is even aware of 
that statistic; if he has ever heard it. I’m sure he 
simply mutters “racist!” and then dismisses it 
from his mind. To be fair, “anti-racists” seem 
just as dismissive of the lives of their own kind 
as they are of the lives of us ordinary honkies. 

In December of last year a White man named 
David Ruenzel, a writer and a internet commen- 
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tator for the Southern Poverty Law Center, was 
murdered in Oakland, California by a couple of nig¬ 
gers, either in the course of a robbery or just for the 
hell of it, because the man has a pale skin. Who 
knows why these beasts do these things? Perhaps 
Mr. Ruenzel forgot to check his privilege. 

One or two of the bloggers and commentators in 
our own minuscule Movement made some com¬ 
ment on the irony of it, and the SPLC’s Heidi Bei- 
rich promptly held a tearful and impassioned press 
conference wherein she denounced, not Ruenzel’s 
murder or his killers—^but the wickedness of those 
sassy Whiteboys among us who had dared, yes, 
DARED to voice an opinion on the matter. If we 
had all maintained a respectful silence on Mr. 
Ruenzel’s untimely fatal ass-whupping, I frankly 
question whether there would have been any public 
mention of his death from the SPEC at all. Don’t 
rightly fit with the narrative, dontcha know. 

Perhaps I am a hopeless optimist, but I am be¬ 
ginning to whiff something in the breeze—^the first 
faint hints of a Wind of Change that with any luck 
will grow into a hurricane. At long, long last. White 
people are getting really, really tired of it all. 1 did 
not watch the death of Alison Parker and Adam 
Ward on the internet; I have seen death before, I 
know what it looks like, and 1 can afford to take a 
pass on it this time. But many White people did 
watch, and that is good. 

Long ago the infamous Boss Tweed of New 
York tried to take out a hit on the cartoonist Thom¬ 
as Nast, who was skewering Tweed with his fa¬ 
mous caricatures: “Stop them damned picters! 1 
don’t care what the newspapers write about me. My 
constituents can’t read. But they can damned well 
see picters!” 

White people are like that these days. We cannot 
read, or will no longer do so, at any rate. But we 
can damned well see picters. 

The Trump Of Doom

everything is going to just come right, all on its 
own. Absent National Socialism or Northwest 
Nationalism or Christian Identity or some other 
strong White racial belief system, it is this faith in 
a sudden miraculous return to the past that has 
been keeping a lot of White people going.

They’re all coming back, but you need to un¬ 
derstand that to the massive demands on my time 
it is going to be a slower process than I would 
like. I am experimenting now with audio books, 
but I have gotten far enough along with that to 
understand that it is going to be a colossal under¬ 
taking that will require months to complete just 
one book, never mind distributing them .—HAC 
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
